The carpet-bag system gener- 
ally has fallen into utter disgrace, and 
all the violent measures, by which ex- 
treme leaders bave sought to hold on 
to power, are now generally condemn- 
ed by the country... In this changed 
condition of things, it is only reasona- 
ble to suppose that both sides will 
agree thatthe south ought to have its 
just consideration in the goyernment, 
as it has to bear a full share of the pub- 
lic burdens. Hence the probability is, 
whether Mr. Tilden or Mr. Hayes be 
declared president, the southern states 
will be recognized in the selection of a 
judge of the supreme court.”’

Editors Constitution: For the past 
month the citizens of Atlanta have been so 
deeply interested in political matters that they 
have had but little time for anything else, Bu! 
uew that the new city goveroment has been in- 
angurated, its committees appointed and fair'y 
at work; the new state administration fuily «s 
tablished in their places; our judichil appoint 
ments made and confirmed, the electora) bil) 
has b come a law, and Atlanta's favorite el c 
ted to the United States senate, it seems to nx 
that now Atianta should look to her materie! 
interest and rescue her magnificent cotton {ac 
tory from the slough of despond to which it i- 
fast ‘tending. To put it in successful operation 
is of a hundred times more importance 
to this city than were any of th 
political matters to which I have referred, and 
yet the whole city wasaliye, yea, almost wi'd 
with entiiusiasm over the election of senator 

Is there mo way that some of this enthusiasm 
can belfoused in the interrst of the factory’ 
Can. it be possibie that Atlanta will submit to 
such a lesting and unmeri‘ed disgrace as wil! 
befall her if she permits that enterprise to 
fail? We aretold by the directors, also by 
every expert who hasever been through the 
factory that it has po superior avy where 
That it is as near perfect as it is possible to ov 
tain, that uo mistakes have been mace 
either in the selection of lot or erectiou 
of the buildings, the selection of whbich 
and location of the machinery, aud in short that 
not a dollar has been unwisely expended. And 
theré the whole stands, ready for coal and coi- 
ton, only waiting, as we are informed by Presi- 
dent adair, for an additional hundred thousand 
doliars. Mr. H.1I. Kimball's letter of resigna- 
tion published in THe ConstiruTIoN December 
$list, in‘ormed us that his resignation was ten- 
dered becanse he was assured that there were 
‘capi’ alis's’’ whostood re*dy to invest in the 
stock of the company, one hundred thousand 
dollars cash immediately upon bis retirin. 
from the presidency.” 

There was a uuiversal feeling of regret that 
Mr Kimball :hould feel called upon to give u’ 
the enterprisehe had s9 successfu'ly carried 
just up to the point of putting the machinery 
into motion. Yet the addition of the 
large amount of capita) woich his letier fore 
shadowed in a measure satisfied that reer't. 
Atthe meeting on Saturday evening Fresident 
Adair made a most complete and satisfactory 
+tatement in regard t the condition of the en- 
terprise. 

Now Mr. Editor you can do more to #rouse 
the people to the importance of this matter 
than a dozen committees, and I urge vou Ww 
keep -it before the people. Let us have this 
hundred thousacd dollars subscribed. te 
ready to celebrate the startiug of the mill on 
the same day we celebrate the ivauzuration of 
Presideut Tilden. What a day of re‘oicing tha 


which telis a story necessary to be heard before 
a right judgment in the case can be formed. 
We present here some of this testimony. 

JUDGE WATERS.| 

I was one of the managers cf the election 
and was present all day; saw no intimidation 
or violence used toward voters. My impression 
is that four- fifihe of the negroes voted for Ham. 
mond, Saw those bogus tickets, 
with Hammond’s name on tnem, when we went 
to count; there were two hundred, or may be 
three hundred of them in the box. I helped 
count the votes; it was a fair count aud the 
majority of Judge Pittman was an honest one 
Jndge Hanmaond was represented by hit soe 
during the entire count There was nv tamper- 
ing with the vote tomy knowkdge. I did not 
see A.J. Mc‘ lister tampering with the ballots 
he had no chance on earth to do so; the opeh 
side was towards me and | took the ballots cut 
myself, ad he never did have an opportunity 
to tamper with them. Judge Pittman chaileng d 
a voter for the non-payment of taxcs 
The resuit was that he aud H mmond bw 
some sharp words and Hammond conteuded 
that the law didn’t mean 1576, but 1875, and he 
appealed tothe managers. Judge Batt quoted 
the very language of the code that it should be 
for the year preceding the electi6n. Hammové 
then said he would challenge the white vote's 
if Pittman challenged the negroes. I said that 
would defeat an election, almost and then they 
agreed, Pittman and Hammond, that they 
would not challenge for non payment of taxes. 
No more challenges for that Cause were 
made that day. After such 
an agreement this is the first time lever knew 
a contest raised. Judge Hammond said he had 
not paid his own tax for 1876 I did not see 
any whisky about during the whole day Some 
of the clerks meutioned it, bat I notified the 
candidates not to send any in there, as it 
would not be permiticd. I do not know but 
the one, A. §. McAllister. I bave known bim 
twelve years; he was weil known to the mana- 
gers; he could not have deceived me and voted 
s-yeral times he did not du so; he did not vi: te 
more then once at this precinct; he offered 
the vote of a sick man whosaid he could not 
get upon the stand but it was nottaken. 

JESSE W. JACKS N. 

Am generally considered to be a republica: ; 
have got no special occupation; such of the re- 
publican party as 1 controiled voted for Jucge 
Hammond; should he think he got a majority 
of the republican votes: he got two-thirds more 
negro votes than Pittman. Ol negro voters i 
the county between the ages Of 21 and 60I su,- 
pose there ere 2,5.0 or 3 C00; hn ve 
no idea what proportion of them 
would be on the tax booKs; .mever 
took any interest in that matter. I supp se 
one third or more of the negroes voted in the 
last election in January, say 1,000 or 1,5°0 I 
took no very activ. part in the race. I do uot 
know that Gammon’ furnished any money to 
our party, but [heard so. I heard of some $40 
or$5c to print ticcete and pay for the work : f 
organizing the party. I saw some $3: hanced 
tothe commitiee through Co.. Wimpey. The 
committee made me treasurer. [lhe money was 
distributed to some dozen or fifteen persons— to 
ate, to a colored man named Craw’ey, and 
three or jour others, whom I can’t remember. 
[ never spoke to Hammond duriag the canvass 
I heard a letter read that he wrot* to Colonel 
Wimpey. at the republican headquarters on 
Marietia stveet. It siated that if elected he was 
in favor of public schvols, opening the polls, 
ete. I was at the pol's part of the day: saw a 
good deai of rough conduct among the negroes; 
saw no rough treatment of negroes by white peo- 
ple. {it was sort of intimidation among the 
negroes. 1 saw no negroes bought to yote that 
day; saw no one influenced by whisky to vote 
for Pittman. I thought it was a pretty fair elec- 
tion.

Am a ministerofa.chureh on Wheat street; 
am arepublican ; I suppose a majority of my 
congregation are republicans; I know two or 
three who have been accused of being demo 
crats;I hive about 800 hundred members 
ahout 30) of whom are men and voters.
